can, therefore, be no question of the return ecsts, in our 
opinion, however, this was not the type of case contemplated 
wy Concress in enacting Public Law 600. That Act apparently 
was designed to prevent individuale aypiying for fovernnent 
wmploynent to an orerseas post at Geverment expense, sand 

ther leaving within a short tlme to wadertake private intereata 
or cthersise recuosting, transportation or transfor for parscnal 
eeusong. In view of the lack of olear authority cn shies peints 
we believe 1t gill not be appropriate in this case to apply 
the language of Public Lax 600 to the extent that the oxpences — 
to the overscag >ost must be considered a debt due to the 
Aovernuent. It wouls be in order therefore, for you to wdite 
iy. EEE anaver to bis letter of August ad, and inform 
rim tout he will not be required to reimburse the Goverment 
for the oxpenses paid on bie «favel te hia poss overseats
